RAINER SHEA: A MERE TROUBLE- 
STIRRER 


Not too long ago, MAC was attacked by one Rainer 
Shea, an American college student who, not long ago, 
was posting his articles on MAC’s subreddits. Shea 
referred to MAC as “a Crytpo-Strasserite group with 
Richard Spencer characteristics”, and gave a rather 
vague polemic amounting to less than 700 words. MAC 
responded in kind, with a much more elaborate 
explanation of our views, of Strasser’s and Spencer’s 
views, and how these political positions are mutually 
incompatible: MAC sent this polemic to Shea. Evidently, 
this was a bit more than they taught Shea how to handle 
at the College of Redwoods, and so he did not offer any 
response. Instead, he offered a series of Tweets about 
how MAC was fascist, etc., and made sure not to alert 
MAC of their presence. Otherwise, we would have 
responded sooner! 


We will not drag this subject out. We wish to simply 
address one Tweet in particular, pictured on the 
following page.

Shea here reiterates his accusation that we are 
“antisemitic”. We won’t get into the details about our 
opinions on the topic, on what constitutes a “Semite”, on 
our views of Judaism. For now, we will pretend we love 
all the religions, and that the Jew, Christian, and Muslim 
are our greatest idols (of course, we are in reality 
Marxists, but we will pretend). Now, Shea had already 
accused us of antisemitism (in fact, of Nazism) in his 
first polemic, and so we responded to this accusation as 
follows (the following quotation is all included in Shea’s 
screenshot, and the bold part is the segment highlighted 
by Shea): 


“As for the notion that the USA is ‘ZOG Rebranded’ 
(by which I assume he means to say it is run by 


Jews), we can only observe that Shea does not 
really delve into the subject, into whether he 
personally believes it or not, and we have a feeling 
he probably does not want to. But since he 
brought it up, we dare him to give us a list of the 
top twenty donors to the Republican and 
Democratic Parties, and tell us honestly how many 
of these forty men are Jewish. Better yet: we dare 
him to simply tell us who the two biggest donors 
of the Republican and Democratic Parties are, and 
if they are Jewish. We dare him to go through 
Biden's cabinet members (the important 
positions, like Secretary of State, etc.), and tell us 
how many are Jewish. Indeed, if Shea sees nothing 
wrong with Jews, he should celebrate to see that 
these people have risen so far since the ghettos of 
Europe?" 


Suffice to say, Shea did not do this. If he had done it, 
he would have been forced to admit that the largest 
donor to the Republicans is Sheldon Adelson, a Zionist 
Jew, and the largest donor to the Democrats is Michael 
Bloomberg, a Zionist Jew. He would have been forced to 
admit that of the top 40 Republican and Democratic 
donors, a little more than 20 are Jewish. If he had told 
us of Biden’s cabinet positions, he might have stumbled 
across the following article by Atlanta Jewish Times: 


“President Joe Biden’s cabinet could be historically 
Jewish, with all of his currently announced cabinet 
secretaries being Jewish, as well as his chief of 
staff and director of national intelligence. The 
Jewish nominees include Tony Blinken, for 
secretary of state; Janet Yellen, for secretary of the 
treasury; Alejandro Mayorkas, for secretary of 
homeland security; and Avril Haines, for director 
of national intelligence. Also Jewish are Biden’s 
Chief of Staff Ron Klain; and Jared Bernstein, 
whom Biden expects to appoint to the Council of 
Economic Advisers. No matter how many Jewish 
officials end up in the Biden administration, the 


choices so far will put many in high-ranking 
positions.” 


What are we to make of this, oh humble Shea? Is the 
Atlanta Jewish Times being “antisemitic”? Now: what is 
especially important is what we wrote in the following 
paragraph. This paragraph, indeed, is included in Shea’s 
screenshot, so he cannot pretend he did not see it. Let 
us repeat our words: 


“We can only expect that Shea will find an excuse 
as to why accepting our challenge is beneath him, 
why this would be '‘fascist' or 'anti-semitic', or 
whatever other thinly veiled diversion he should 
borrow from the playbook of CNN. But the simple 
fact is that Shea should not have pushed an idea if 
he did not want to see it get pushed back. If he 
wants to prove he is serious, and is truly arguing 
on principles and for the sake of truth (rather than 
to stir up trouble and sow confusion, as it so 
appears), then we dare him -- on our reputation 
and his -- to follow the subject he brought up to its 
conclusion. If he is too scared to do this, then he 
should offer us an apology for bringing it up. If he 
is not willing to do any of these, then we will know 
he is a mere trouble-stirrer and can be safely 
ignored as far as politics go.” 


Shea was not willing to do any of these. He did not 
give us a list of the names we asked for. He did not do 
the slightest bit of investigation (and what did Mao say 
about those who have not conducted investigation?). He 
is very clearly not arguing on principle, but to stir 
trouble and sow confusion, as we have said. He was too 
scared to follow through with our challenge, on which 
we staked our very reputation, and indeed, he was too 
cowardly to apologize. He was unwilling to do any of 
these, and so we now know for fact (if we did not know 


already): Shea is a mere trouble-stirrer and can be 
safely ignored as far as politics go.
